Well Company's Doors May Be Open for Good

After more than 12 years of legal 
battles, Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc., may have opened its doors 
for good. The company — which has 
fought to operate a hazardous-waste 
treatment, storage, and disposal facility 
in Romulus since 1993 — received the 
last ofits required permits on December 
27, 2005, and is now accepting liquid 
wastes for deep-well injection into the 
Mt. Simon Formation, a layer of sand- 
stone about 4,000 feet below the sur- 


- face of the Earth. 


Both the Environmental Protection 
Agency, which is primarily responsible 
for regulating the injection-well portion 
of the EDS facility, and the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality, 
which is chiefly concerned with the 
company's above-ground operations, 
say that the Citrin Drive facility is safe. 


Harold R. Fitch, director of the DEQ's 
Office of Geological Survey, is among 
those who vouch for the safety of deep- 
well technology. According to Fitch, in- 
jection wells have been operating in 
Michigan since the early 1950s and, 
during that time, "no significant environ- 
mental damage" has been associated 
with their use. i 

One ofthe chief advantages of deep- 
well injection, proponents say, is that it 
offers superior protection for under- 
ground sources of drinking water. Unlike 
above-ground disposal methods, which 
can leak wastes into USDWs that are 
rarely more than 300 feet below the sur- 
face, deep wells inject wastes nearly a 
mile underground, where they are sepa- 
rated from USDWs by thousands of feet 
of impermeable rock that lie between. 

Despite EPA and DEQ claims about 
deep-well safety, many elected officials 


and residents of Romulus are opposed 
to the EDS facility, and the City has 
been involved in a number of lawsuits 
against the company since 1993. Al- 
though all previous litigation has ulti- 
mately ended in favor of EDS, the City 
has now pinned its hopes on a lawsuit 
recently filed by Sunoco, which oper- 
ates a liquid petroleum gas (LPG) stor- 
age and transfer facility in Taylor. 
Currently, Sunoco's Taylor facility 
stores LPGs in caverns about 1,200 to 
1,500 feet underground. These caverns 
are filled with brine, which is displaced 
when LPGs are pumped into the cav- 
erns via a system of pipes. The brine is 
stored elsewhere until the company 
needs to remove LPGs from storage. 
The brine is then pumped back into the 
caverns to displace the LPGs, which ~ 
return to the surface through the pipes.

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Continued Opposition to EDS Sends Wrong Message to Prospective Developers

If the City of Romulus expects to be 
taken seriously by big developers, ithad 
better reconsider its continued opposi- 
tionto Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. 

By joining Sunoco's latest lawsuit 
against EDS, our city is again sending a 
message that building in Romulus is a 
risk because you never know when you're 
going to have the proverbial rug yanked 
from under you. 

Back in 1990, when EDS first ap- 
peared before City Council to pitch its 
proposal to build a hazardous-waste 
disposal well in Romulus, there was no 
mention of lawsuits; quite the contrary, 
in fact. Then-Mayor Beverly McAnally — 
addressing the need for responsible 
waste disposal, and also welcoming the 
opportunity to enrich City coffers with 
the $500,000 annual royalty that EDS 
voluntarily offered-—said, "I thinkit could 
be areal benefit to the community." The 
City. issued various permits for water, 
electrical, and other work performed at 
the company's original well site on Wahr- 
man, Road, and many elected officials 
toured the site as work progressed. City 
attorney Barry Seifman wrote multiple 
opinions acknowledging that federal and 
state agencies preempted local regula- 
tion of hazardous waste. 

By August 1993, EDS had com- 
pleted its well, ata cost of more thana 
million dollars, without one threat of 
opposition from City authorities. And 
then the company became a political 
hot potato in that fall's City elections. 

Afraid that their failure to fight EDS 
would cost them re-election, City Coun- 
cil members (at the urging of Mayor 
McAnally) voted to file a zoning-based 
lawsuit against EDS. (This statement is 
supported by sworn affidavits from then- 
Councilmen Jimmie Raspberry, Noah 
"Pete" Bergeron, and the late Ellis Pen- 
nington.) It was the first of many legal 
challenges thatthe company faced, and 
eventually won, over the years. In the 
interim, EDS bent over backwards to 
accommodate every legitimate concern 
expressed by elected officials and citi- 
zens, abandoning its original site on 
Wahrman Road for more "appropriate" 
Zoning on Citrin Drive, and making nu- 
merous other concessions such as 
agreeing to limit the number of trucks 
going into its facility. Altogether, the 
company spent about $40 million in 
pursuit of its legal right to operate — and 
the City of Romulus wasted more than 
$1 million in legal fees to fight it. 


That's enough to give pause to any 
developer — especially one building a 
controversial project like a casino or a 
racetrack. Why risk a turn in the political 
tide when there are dozens of other 
communities smart enough to welcome 
developers (and theirrevenue) with open 
arms? 

Thankfully, this is an issue that more- 
disinterested heads understand. In fact, 
inarecentorder denying one of Sunoco's 
motions for a preliminary injunction 
against EDS, Federal Court Judge 
Nancy G. Edmunds stated, "In order for 
this State to attractand keep businesses, 
particularly in this difficult economic cli- 
mate, it must not only ensure that fed- 
eral and state statutory and regulatory 
guidelines are followed, but also that 
once those guidelines are satisfied an 
entity can in fact begin to operate. A 
company like EDS, which has played by 
the rules foroverten years, gone through 
anumber of permitting processes, done 
everything asked of it by every appli- 
cable governmental entity, and in the 
process has expended approximately 
$40,000,000, must be allowed now to 
do business. Otherwise, EDS and other 
small and medium sized businesses 
(which employ the majority of Michigan 
citizens) will have no confidence*they 
will get treated fairly in Michigan if they 
do what is asked of them." 

Of course, if EDS actually posed a 
significant threat to the community's 
health and safety, no price would be too 
great to battle it... butthat's notthe case. 
The wastes that the company accepts 
are relatively innocuous liquids that are 
often more than 90% water — not radio- 
active, not flammable or explosive, and 


. not biological/medical in origin. 


Romulus already has several facili- 
ties that pose much bigger hazards — 
including EQ Resource Recovery, now 
well known to residents after last year's 
massive explosion/fire, and High-Po- 
Chlor, acompany which deals with such 
deadly chemicals that an accident could 
necessitate a city-wide evacuation. Yet 
those companies operated, unchal- 
lenged, for years. 

To those concerned that EDS will 
be disposing of waste from Canada, | 
urge you to read the "Letter to the Edi- 
tor" on page 3. This letter — obtained 
through a recent FOIA (Freedom of In- 
formation Act) request to the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality — 
clearly states that, in 2004, Michigan 
exported four times more hazardous 
waste to Canada than it imported. 


Four times more. 

Our state legislators make such a 
fuss about keeping Canadian trash out 
of Michigan, but you never hear a peep 
about the waste we send in return. If 
we're going to pursue a policy that makes 
each governmentresponsible for its own 
waste, then Michigan is going to need 
facilities like EDS to dispose of the 
hundreds of thousands of tons that we 
generate each year. 

It's time to get over our NIMBY (Not 
in My Back Yard) attitude. Again, Judge 
Edmunds lends her more-objective per- 
spective: “[I]f the nation is ever to man- 
age its problems with hazardous and 
toxic substances, public interest cannot 
be determined simply by a community 
which would prefer that the wastes in 
question be disposed of elsewhere." 

We need to own up to the fact that 
we make the waste, so it's our respon- 
sibility to dispose of it. EDS can help us 
do that with technology that's been safely 
usedin Michigan for more than 50 years. 


And, by ending our opposition to a 
company which has every legal right to 
be here, we'll be showing other pro- 
spective developers that Romulus is a 
trustworthy community which they can 
confidently call home. G

Although Sunoco's Taylor facility 
already has a storage capacity of about 
one million barrels of LPGs, the com- 
pany says it wants to expand that ca- 
pacity in the future. Since the Mt. Simon 
Formation represents a potential stor- 
age area for additional brine, Sunoco 
wants to prevent EDS from using it for 
waste disposal. To that end, Sunoco 
has filed suit against the DEQ, challeng- 
ing the permits issued to EDS, and the 
City of Romulus has joined the lawsuit 
as an intervenor. 

"We were very disappointed to hear 
[that the DEQ gave EDS permission to 
operate]," said Mayor Alan R. Lambert. 
"Thousands of Romulus citizens, citi- 
zens from neighboring communities like 
Taylor, and experts from all over south- 


east Michigan have been opposing this 
well for 14 years. 

"The citizens of Romulus have spent 
a great deal of time and money in the 
legal battle against this well," he added. 
"It is a shame that the MDEQ did not 
follow the recommendations of its own 
Site Review Board, which recommended 
against the issuance of the permit." 

Although Sunoco's currentlitigation 
against the DEQ resulted in a tempo- 
rary stay order that shut down EDS for 
several days during the month of Janu- 
ary, that order has since been lifted by 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Cynthia Stephens, allowing EDS to con- 
tinue its operations while the lawsuit 
goes forward. 

Neither EDS nor Sunoco returned 
calls asking for comment. O
